Roger Babson said, ‘Busi- 
‘ness is better in dry areas 
than in wet areas.’’ He cited 
the business trend on the Miss- 
issippi coast when the Federal 
Government closed the gambl- 
ing and liquor stores in that 
area a few years. ago.

WASHINGTON :(BP) — Pre- 
sident Kennedy again empha- 
sized his position om separa- 
tion of church and state by 
stating that publie. aid to pa- 
rochial schools ig} unconstitu- 
tional. However; he declared 
that a different situation holds 
in the question of wd to higher 
education. 

At his press Gilermee the 
president was asked which of 
the two bills (Senate or House) 
he preferred, in «view of the 
fact that one of them provides 
“for grants to church-related as 
well as to public colleges. 

(The senate bill on higher 
education provides\for loans 
to private colleges, while the 
House, bill provides oth loans 
and grants to ‘both public and 
private schools. The confer-

ence committee is now trying 
to iron out the differences be- 
tween the two.) 

In reply the president said 
that ‘‘my opinion is very clear, 
on the basis of the Supreme 
Court decisions, in the case of 
elementary schools.’’ On the 
other hand, his view that aid 
to church-related colleges is 
constitutional is based on a 
legal brief prepared last year 
by legal experts in the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare in cooperation with 
lawyers from the Justice De- 
partment. 

Points To Tradition 

Mr. Kennedy said that ele- 
mentary and secondary schools 
are compulsory and universal. 
“There is a tradition connected 
with the public school system 
that has placed them in a 
special place in the life of our 
country,”’ he said. 

The colleges are in a dif- 
ferent category, the’ president 
said. For this reason he em- 
phasized that, in his opinion, 
aid to higher education is basi- 
cally a matter of public policy 
rather than constitutionality.

Clarity Mission 

Much of the confusion ap- 
parently has resulted from the 
prior arguments Used, In the 
comments of recent months 
the missing factor was clarity 
as to what prayer is. When one 
thinks of prayer 48 Sincere out- 
reach of a human goul to the 
Creator, ‘‘Required Prayer’ 
becomes an absurdity. The 
“recitation of a prayer” has: 
been called “morally uplifting” 
without recognizing that hypo- 
crisy is the worst of moral 
corrosion, Some have felt that 
our “national heritage” js in 
danger, without realizing that | 
the distinctive of our heritage 4 
is not legislated prayer but a 
people praying in freedom un- 
der the. guidance of their 
church and of the spirit of 
God. The strangeness of the 
present debate is that the call 
for ‘‘less government’’§ coin- 
cides with a publie defense for 
government-formulited _pray- 
er. Obviously, we wed time to 
rethink the New Testament 
premises of our faith and prac- 
tice, and also toyethink the 
meaning of Ame. history. 

Fortunately there are two 
provisions in the freedom of 
religion clause of the first 
amendment. There shall be no 
“establishment.” and there 
shall be no “restraint on the 
free exercise.” I+ hope the 
court will defend both. 

During the intense discus- 
sions which are probable, Bap- 
tists will want to assist the 
American public come to a 
true understanding and exper- 
ience of prayer. The issues of 
our day, including the prob- 
lems of Communism and of 
secularization, will not be sol- 
ved by the prayer formulas set 
up by official agencies. As 
Americans we must go deeper 
than legislation and conformity 
in order to meet the call of 
God upon us in our day,

The court sim- 
ply has said that officials of governm@gnt agencies may 
not prepare a prayer to be read or used in the schools, 
If we understand the decision, it has not outlawed pray- 
ing or the repeating of the Lord’s Prayer in the school 
‘room. Neither has the court said that there may not 
be other types of religious exercise. 
. . This does not mean that later decisions may not 
rule out all types of prayer, Bible reading or other re- 
ligious exercise. The present ruling suggests that such 
decisions may be forthcoming in the near future. Jus- 
tice Douglas, in his written statement on the ruling, im- 
plied such. 

Most believers in the absolute separation of church 
and state would ‘agree that school officials cannot legal- 
ly prepare a prayer to be imposed upon the pupils. This 
seems to be the basis of the court’s decision. 

The principle involved, however, is the cause for 


the alarm in the hearts of many people. Many see in| 


this decision, a move toward taking religion complete- 
ly out of our culture, and the vast majority of Ameri- 
cans do not want that. There are many Americans who 
practice their religion very little, and to whom church 
relationships mean nothing, who still believe that God 
must be recognized in all areas of life. They fear that 
this step by the Supreme Court is the first move toward 
taking recognition of God out of the schools and national 
life. They’ can see other minority groups objecting to 
reading the Bible in the schools, using the name of God 
in the pledge to the flag, having the word’s “In God We, 
Trust” on our coing and currency, using chaplains in 
the armed forces, and many other practices which recognize 
spiritual values and our dependence upon an Almighty 
God. : 


There is full recognition of the rights of minorities, 
























in the case of the prayer in the school, the rights of the 
minority were not trespassed, since no child was re- 
quired to participate. After all, the majority has some 
rights too, and we are convinced that most of them do 
not want the public schools to be completely secular- 
ized, with all spiritual values removed. 

Perhaps the decision of the court was inevitable 
and right. At the same time the questions raised may 
help clarify the whole issue. 

The majority of Americans want the Constitution 
upheld and the ‘separation of church and State held 
inviolable. 

However, they do not want the recognition of nce 
and worship of Him to be completely removed from the 

relationships of* life. As the National Obseryer Said 
editoriallg, ‘‘Surely most of us would recognize-and re- 
sist any effort to establish a state church. But it is 
something quite different to demand that religion be 
kept out of theclassroom. That is an argument of ab- 
surdity, an affront to our whole heritage and a threat 
to religious freedom itself.”

Baptists Won't Let This Decree Stand

The Kansas Supreme Court is either terribly ignorant 
of Baptist government or something is strange about laws 
in the state. Such appears from the ruling against a ma- 
jority in a Wichita church who wished to quit a Baptist 
convention. 

The court held that affiliation must remain but did 
add that it was not compulsory for contributions to con- 
tinue. It all adds into compulsory fellowship by court 
decree and not by choice. 

Baptists in Kansas and the 49 other states love their 
freedom too much to let this decision stand without further 
appeals. Church property, humanly speaking, belongs to 
the membership and not to the association or conventions. 
Therefore, the vote of the majority is decisive whether it 
be right or wrong. * : 

We have been embarrassed for quite a few years now 
by a similar decision in North Carolina, or should have 
lost it, while in Kansas it was the American Baptist Con- 
vention. _ :

“In Munich,’’ Coggins said, 
“T rode with a cab driver who’s 
/been a prisoner both of the 
Nazis and of the communists. 
| The cab driver said both Naz- 
ism and communism had to 
‘destroy God’ in order to do 
what they (Nazism and com- 
munism) did to the people.’ 

Coggins visited Europe for 
two reasons — first to counsel 
with technicans of the Sunday 
School Board who were shoot- 
| ing a film on communism, and‘ 
second, to talk with recent re- 
| fugees frorn East Germany to 
| secure fresh information for 
| conferencé’s on Communism at 
Baptist summer assemblies. 

Audio-visual staff workers
